Marbles o 
every hue, presented by sovereigns o 
different nations, adora it, and the win 
dowsare lovely pictnr&s, not tbe etaiuod 
glass we have at borne.

here has some relic, and we saw the en

walked up at the tirae ot Bin trial—BM, 
to have been brought from Jerusalem 
The stairs are BO worn away by the peo- 
ple going upon their knees, that they »r 
now covered over witb wooden stairs, ft 
only tbe front ot tuo marble is Been. In ft 
church 1,400 years old we were shown the 
footprints of our Savior. Tbe orig- 
inal copies 8re found in other churches. 
One month has passed since I left home, 
and how much I have seen. It I could 
only hear very often from home scd 
know that all is well, I should be con- 
tent; for there IB so much to see, that one 
has but little time for homesickness. 
To-day, however, have not been able (for 
tho first time) to carry out our plans. 
Made arraugemeutfl to go to Vesuvius 
this morning but bad to po»tpone it on 
account of Prof. EL's. illnees. 
Had 


bilious attack last evening and was quite 
niok this morning, but is better this even- 
ing; and a day or two of reel will restore 
him to bis normal condition. 


We left Rome last Monday expecting 


to return on Saturday, but will now re- 
main until next week. The Neapolitan 
lay, "See Naples snd die". For situa- 
tion it cannot certainly be surpassed, 
snd it ia very characteristic, and .one is 
constantly diverted by tbe moving pan- 
orama. Our hotel fronts tbo bay, and to 
the left, Earth's great ohimney eende 
forth fire and tmoke. Capua is almost 
before us, and Ischia to the right of us. 


Tho skies have oeen rather overcast 


since we came, so have not had a very 
fine view of theses. Tee weather, how- 
ever, has been in our favor, as it is much 
more comfortable getting sround than it 
the sun phone out clear. We had a do- 
lighttul trip to Pompeii on Tuesday, and 
yesterday wantto tne museum, to see the 
treasures tbat had bten exhumed. They 
truly are marvelous,and Prot. H. said 
be felt quite humiliated to think that 
thoae heatheu kmw quite as much, if nol 
more, than tbe people of to-day. 
They 


certainly excelled in art, and it is won- 
derful to see how their colors have stood 
for ages,—none of our analiae dyes. AB 
we walked up and down the streets of tbe 
ruined city, and saw the frescoes atill 
bright on tbe walls, mosaic floors and 
wagon-worn streets, it was-hard to real- 
ize that eighteen hundred years had 
passed since it was inhabited. Only une- 
third of the city has been uncovered; work 
is constantly going on.and within the last 
four - years, nmch has been found. 
We iaw tne 
men 
at 
work, and 


as the ashes are removed 
they are 


placed in baskets. Bitted and carried 
away, i great many precious stones 
have been found, beautifully carved; one 
not larger than my thumb nail, had eight 
figures carvea pu it, but so small that we 
could not distinguish them without a 
glass; and then tbere were dtatues of co- 
lossal size, that showed great muscular 
power. Truly man's work in great, but 
God's work i» infinitely greater; as I was 
lei to realize more than ever, after a visit 
to the Aquarium this morning. "The 
sea ii His and Ho made it—we are the 
creatures of His hand." One only needs 
ta loos into ocean's depths to be con- 
vinced ot it. 
What treasures are hidden 


from our eyes, can only be realized by see- 
ing the besutital colors, ar,d dalioate 
texture of the sea anemones and fish as 
they swim in tbe water.

The air was laden with the 
peifume ot rose; anl orange bloaeomn. 
At tbe end ot the walk waa a balcony, 
overlooking the bay, and there we had 
a fine view ot Vesuvius, Naplei, Capua 
and lechis.
